Method: Soak the beans 
over-night, then boil in salted water 
until they are quite tender. Drain 
well, and toss into tlu? melted but -r 
with a seasoning of pepper and na t. 
Grill or fry the kidneys and nm':*? 
the tomato puree very hot., 1*1:, .* 
the kidneys on a hot dish. P<mr 
the puree and beans around. 


FEATHER PUDDING. — Take 1 
cup of bread crumbs, 1 cup of raisins, 
1 cup boiling milk, sugnr to taste, 
1 egg and a pincli of cinnamon. 
Stone and chop the raisins, mix 
them with sugar, well beaten yolk of 
the egg and pinch of cinnamon. Add 
the bread crumbs soaked in boiling 
milk and the whisked white of the 
egg. Bake in a moderate oven for 
half-an hour. 

MORSE PUDDtNG.—Take 2 lb. 
self-raising (lour, 0 ozs. butter, 5 ozs. 
sugar, li gills milk. 1 egg, 4 table¬ 
spoons golden syrup. Rub the butter 
into the flour. Add sugar and m;x 
well with other dry ingredients. Bent 
the egg in another basin and add 
milk to it. Add egg and milk to 
dry ingredients, and beat well for 
three minutes. Put the golden syrup 
into the bottom of greased pudding- 
basin, Pour in mixture, and cover 
with greased paper, and steam two 
hours. Turn on a hot dish and 
serve.

HOME-MADE MACARONI.—Take 
J lb. of dry sifted flour, i oz. of 
butter, 1 egg. pepper and salt. Place 
the dry sifted flour on n pastry 
board, and into the centre of the 
flour mix the buttei\ which has been 
stirred into the unbeaten ogg. Knead 
for fifteen minutes until you have a 
dry elastic paste. Leave this covered 
with a clean cloth for fifteen min¬ 
utes. Roll very thin—almost to 
the consistency of a wafer. Cut into 
2in. wide strips, lay ono strip on 
another and slice with a sharp knife 
into straws less than Jin. wide. 
Place in boiling salted water and 
cook until soft. Drain and serve 
very hot, tossed in butter, pepper 
and salt, or use as you would use 
macaroni for a variety of savoury 
dishes. 


ITALIAN POTATO DISH.—Poil 

six medium potatoes, and slice them, 
make a sauce with a .dessertspoonful 
of cornflour or flour, a teaspoonfnl 
of margarine or butter, and pepper 
and salt. Place a layer of the po¬ 
tatoes in a pie-dish or small casse¬ 
role, pour a little sauce over them; 
then sprinkle over with grated 
cheese, and then a sprinkling of 
minced cooked ham (boiled), or 
corned meat, or minced tongue, what¬ 
ever is most, easily obtained. Con¬ 
tinue the layers until the potatoes 
are finished, leaving a final layer of 
tho sauce, with a sprinkling of 
cheese, on top, and a few small pieces 
of butter. Place in a hot oven, and 
brown. If at hand, two or threo 
sliced fried tomatoes make this dish 
more appetising, if necessary.

TRIED MINCE —Cut up or put 
through the mincing machine any 
cold meat that does not contaip too 
much fat. add linely chopped onion, 
-1 cup bread crumbs, a tablespoonful 
brown sugnr, and sprinkle a little 
pepper, salt, cinnamon, nutmeg and 
curry powder over the mixture. 
Have a pan very hot, containing 
three teaspoonfuls dripping. Put 
in mixture and keep turning over 
and over until brown—not any liquid 
to be used. Serve with or without 
mashed potatoes. 


DATE FRITTERS.—Put into a 
basin 1 lb. of flour, add a pinch of 
salt and sufficient milk to make into 
a smooth paste. Add 1 teaspoonful 
of vinegar, and five minutes beforp 
using add i teaspoonful of carbonate 

of soda. Now stone and halve i lb. 
of datos, or ns many as required. 
Pass through flour, then through 
batter, and cook in hot fat, to a 
goldei) colour. Sprinkle with sugar, 
and serve with a thin syrup sauce.

LEMON DUMPLINGS.—Mix two 
cups of bread crumbs with £ lb. of 
finely-chopped suet, £ cup of brown 
sugar, a pinch of salt, and the 
grated rind of a lemon. Moisten 
with 2 well-beaten eggs and the 
strained juice of 1 lemon. Mix well 
and put the mixture into small but¬ 
tered moulds, cover with buttered 
paper and steam for an hour. 

DUTCH CUTLET.—Take 1 lb. of 
beef steak; put through a sausage.' 
machine. Mix with tlio steak, pep¬ 
per, salt, 1 cupful bread crumbs, l 
minced onion, and bind together 
with one egg. Form into a flat 
cake. Put into a greased baking 
tin with 2 cupfuls of water, 1 table- 
spoonful sauce, 1 minced onion and 
a slice of bacon on top. Cover with 
a buttered paper, ftrnl bake in a 
moderate oven about 1 hour. Gar¬ 
nish with tomato slices and parsley. 


LEMON OR ORANGE CAKE.— 

Two cups flour, 2 teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, £ lb. butter, grated 
rind of 1 lemon or orange, 5 cup 
sugar, £ cup milk, 1 egg. Mix but¬ 
ter and flour together by rubbing 
lightly, then sugar, baking powder, 
aiid rind of lemon. Lastly add egg 
and milk to stiff paste. Bake in 
quick oven. 

TO FRY CHOPS OR STEAK — 

Sprinkle with pepper and salt, and 
dreclgo with plain flour. Have the 
frying-pan nicely heated but not hot 
enough to buru. Do not put in any 
fat of any kind. Lay the meat in 
the pan and turn constantly, so as 
never to allow it to burn. Do not 
put a fork into the meat, as that 
would let out too much gravy. When 
fried a nice brown, put on a hot 
dish, and place in oven. Serve 
with a good brown gravy.

DEVILLED TRIPE—Cut 1 lb. of 
tripe in small pieces, roll in flour 
and fry in hot fat. Pour off part 
of the fat and make a brown gravy 
of the rest; put in a saucepan and 
add a sliced onion and one large 
tomato, salt and pepper. Simmer for 
twenty minutes. Serve hot with 
toast and mashed potatoes. 

VEGETABLE PIE.— 1 J lb. cooked 
potatoes, 5 lb. onions, I lb. tomatoes. 
1 02 . butter, 1 gill milk, 1 egg. salt, 
pepper, chopped parsley. Skin the 
tomatoes and cut them into slices. 
Peel and cook the onions for 15 
minutes; then chop them finely and 
mash the potatoes. Butter a pie- 
dish well with the butter, put the 
vegetables in layers, adding a sprink¬ 
ling of fine-chopped parsley between 
each layer arid also a seasoning of 
salt and pepper. Let the last layer 
be‘of potato. Beat the egg well, and 
add the milk to it, and pour this 
into the pie-dish, and bake in a good 
oven for thirty or forty minutes. 
Serve very hot. 


EGGLESS CAKE.—Half a pound 
of flour, 4 lb. ground rice. 4 lb 
sugar, 4 lb. currants, 4 lb. sultanas, 
0 o?.s. dripping, l 02 . peel, 4 pint 
bo.lmg water, .1 tsblespconful car¬ 
bonate soda which should be added 
after all oth>*r ingredients are mixed 
together. Bake 2 A hours in slow 
oven. 

LEMON MIXTURE FOR CHEESE 
CAKES.—Take 4 lb. of iump sugar, 
2 uz.s. of butler, 2 eggs, the grated 
nnd and juice of 1 large lemon, or 
two small lemons- Beat rite eggs 
"'ell. Put nil the ingredients in a 
basin, and stand it on a piece of 
wood in a saucepan of hot water 
that comes half-way up it. Cook 
very slowly till il thickens. Stir 
gently all the lime in the same direc¬ 
tion..^ It wi.il not get thicker than 
honey of the ''liquid” variety, but 
it should be quite transparent. It 
will set. and be semi-opaque when 
it gets cold. Store the mixture in 
pots, and cover with parchment paper 
as in the case of jam.

SUET DUMPLINGS IN MILK.— 

Chop up l lb. of suet, add 1 cup 
of bread crumbs, 1 cup of flour, h 
cup of sugar, ] teaspoonful of 
vanilla extract. Rub all Avell to¬ 
gether, odd 2 well beaten eggs and 
2 cups of milk and mix the whole 
into a smooth baiter. Put 2 cups 
of milk into a saucepan and bring 
to the boil for a quarter of an hour. 
Lift out the dumplings and place 
them in a deep hot dish. Pour over 
the milk in which they were boiled 
and serve at once.. 


TOMATO SALAD.—One pound of 
tomatoes, a slice of a large mild 
onion, a sprig »f parsley, 2 table¬ 
spoonfuls of salad dressing. Put the 
(omatoes in a bowl, pour boiling 
water over them, drain off the water 
after a minute, and skin the toma¬ 
toes. Out them in slices, and put 
them in a glass dish. Shred the 
ouiou finely and scatter it over the 
tomatoes, pour over the salad dress¬ 
ing, and sprinkle a little finely* 
chunned parsley on the top.

The truth is, there are just as many cases of Worms as ever there 
were, and recent scientific investigations have made known a great 
deal more about the various kinds of worms, and their habits of living, 
breeding and multiplying inside the human body than ever was known 
before. In this publication, however, it is only proposed to deal with 
the two tvpes of worms which are commonest in this country, namely. 
Stomach Worms and »bread Worms. 


ROUND OR STOMACH WORMS. 


The Round Worm in its appearance, save in colour, of course, 
somewhat resembles the earthworm in shape. The ma'e worms are \ 
much smaller and do not exhibit half the length of the females. Whilst 
the Thread Worm inhabits the large intestine of 
children, the Round Worm is found in the small 
bowel, or that portion of the intestine which imme¬ 
diately comes off fron\ the stomach, and makes up the 
succeeding twenty feet in length of the digestive tube. 

Adults, of course, are frequently also affected 
with Round Worms, and it may be added that 
they are also subject to be troubled with Thread 
Worms. The danger of the Round Worm appears 
to be that in some cases the parasite has the habit of 
making its way through the walls of the intestine. 

Occasionally it will pass into the stomach from the 
bowel itself, and it has also been known to cause 
liver troubles when one of these parasites has con¬ 
trived to pass from the bowel into the duct or tube 
which leads the bile from the liver into the intestine.

Turn the bat¬ 
ter into r, deep sandwich tin which 
has been well buttered, and hake in 
a moderate oven until set (this will 
take from twenty to thirty minutes). 
Serve at once with strawberry jam. 


ORANGE JAM.—Slice 12 large 
oranges into thin slices and place 
in a deep bowl with 12 pints of 
water. Leave to stand for thirty- 
six hours. Then turn into the pre¬ 
serving pan with the juice of six 
lemons, and bring to the boil. Boil 
for two hours, and then add 12 lbs. 
of sugar, and boil until a little sets 
on being put aside to cool. 

RHUBARB MOULD.—Out some 
rhubarb in inch-length pieces, let 
it stew very closely in a casserole or 
jar in a slow oven, with plenty of 
sugar ami very little water. (Rhu¬ 
barb should always he cooked in this 
way. if possible ) Do not let the 
rhubarb get mushy. Strain off the 
juice and add enough water to make 
a pint and dissolve in this a square 
of red currant or raspberry jelly 
Put the rhubarb into a wet mould, 
pour in the jelly, and leave it to 
become cool and ' stiff. When firm 
turn out.

leave the apples whole. Place in a 
deep pie-dish, or baking-tin, and add 
water to com© three parts up the 
height of tho apples—also 4 ozs. 
of sugar, and a little lemon juice; 
hake until the apples are tender, 
but not broken. Then lift them 
carefully out, and place in a glass 
dish! fill the centres with a little 
jtresexwed ginger finely chopped and 
a very little ayrup. Pour round 
them one pint of boiled custard to 
which a tablespoonful of the ginger 
syrup has been added.
